DETAILED ACTION 



1. This is responsive to the amendment filed 10/8/02. Claims 1-33 are pending. 

2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 

CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 

MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: The declaration lists two appUcations for 
which priority under 35 USC 120 is claimed; however, the specification merely refers 
to these applications as "related" . Also the transmittal papers do not identify this 
application as a "Contiauation". Further, the specification refers to a provisional 
application 60/222,152; however, this priority document is not listed in the declaration 
or mentioned in the transmittal papers. 

3. Claims 15 and 16 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent 
form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 15 depends from canceled claim 6. 
Claim 16 depends from claim 15. 

4. Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

A. As per claim 22, "the data collector/router" lacks antecedence. Note this 
limitation was deleted from claim 21 by amendment. 

B. All claims depending from a rejected base claim are also rejected as containing 
the same deficiencies.
